CURIOUS FOCUSING OF SOUNDS 

But the Explanation of Existence of 
"Whispering Galleries" Is in the 
Main Simple. 

The curious focusing of sounds In 
whispering galleries, such as the 
domes of St. Paul's cathedral and the 
capltol at Washington, Is a phenome- 
non of much Interest and impresslve- 
ness. The late Lord Raylelgh obtained 
evidence that the sound waves fol- 
lowed the concave surface to the point 
of Increased audibility, and when a 
source of directed sound sent off Its 
waves tangentially. the greatest con- 
centration 'was observed. A bird-call 
being used, a small obstacle near the 
curved wall cut off most of the effect 
upon a sensitive flame. 

fn new experiments reported to the 
Boyal society by O. V. Roman a*d O. 
A. Sutherland, a ray of light was 
guided by a flexible mirror, and the 
reflection showed alternate bands of 
light and darknesa In observations 
with a steady source of sound at one 
point In the dome of St. Paul's. It was 
found that similar alternations of 
sound and comparative silence were 
produced at Intervala of about a wave 
of the sound as the ear was 
away.

The advancing standard of the Jun- 
ior American Red Cross made two out- 
Standing gains during the last year — 
one in the field of domestic activity, 
which is rapidly Unking up the schools 
with the Junior program, the other a 
gain of a dozen countries in Europs 
pledged to organl/.e Juniors on the 
lines of the American organization. 
For this accomplishment the American 
Juniors earned the hearty endorse- 
ment of the League of R«d Cross So- 
cieties for Its "creation of sn Inter- 
national spirit of nun an solidarity 
among young people with a view to 
preparation of a new civilization for 
peace." 

The forthcoming annual report of 
the American Red Cross for the 



ended June 30, 1822, will show 24,. 128 
schools enrolled, with a total of 4,483,- 
845 pupils wearing tha "I Ssrve" but- 
ton of the American Junior Red Cross 
— the badge of unselfish service earn- 
ed by each individual member through 
personal sacrifice. 

In International school correspond- 
ence 786 classes and schools engaged 
In friendly communication with 623 
schools in European countries, 00 
schools in United States territories, 
13 in South Africa and 10 In a miscel- 
laneous list of foreign countries. Tha 
work In foreign fields In establishing 
playgrounds, school libraries, 
and manual training classes, 
for war orphans, school reconstruc- 
tion in devastated areas, encouraging 
community gardens and many other 
activities was .financed through the 
National Children's Fund raised by 
the Juniors at a coat of f338.237.40.
